TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  .AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  more  it  is  my  privilege  and  responsibility  to  comment  on  the 
health  of  the  District  during  the  past  year.  The  report  is  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in 
Circular  1/61,  and  contains  therefore,  all  the  routine  yardsticks  of  the 
state  of  the  public  health  which  are  calculated  from  the  registration  of 
births  and  deaths  and  the  notification  of  certain  diseases.  Valuable  and 
time-honoured  though  these  statistics  undoubtedly  are,  they  leave 
unanswered  many  questions  we  would  like  to  ask:  they  teii  us  nothing 
about  the  amount  of  morbidity  in  the  District  during  the  year;  how  much 
illhealth  and  incapacity  for  work  was  caused  by  bronchitis,  for  example; 
and  how  much  by  coronary  thrombosis.  You  will  look  in  vain  for  any 
statistical  assessment  of  rheumatism  in  this  report,  though  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  through  the  operation  of  the  Acute  Rheumatism  (Amendment) 
Regulations,  1959,  Local  Health  Authorities  and  the  Medical  Research 
Council  will  in  time  accumulate  useful  information  bearing  upon  the 
onset  and  incidence  of  this  disease  and  the  degree  of  incapacity  it 
gives  rise  to. 

To  acknowledge  the  limitations  of  the  set  of  tools  we  are  provided 
with  is  by  no  means  to  say  that  they  are  unsuited  to  the  job,  and  you 
will  find  much  material  for  thought  in  the  pages  which  follow.  The 
infant  mortality  rate,  which  for  seven  successive  years  had  been  as  low 
as,  or  lower  than,  the  national  rate,  unaccountably  shot  up  in  1960  to 
31.4  per  1000,  while  the  national  rate  dropped  to  the  unprecidented  low 
level  of  21.7.  All  but  four  of  the  21  infant  deaths  on  which  this  rate 
is  based  were  ascribed  to  causes  operating  at  or  before  birth,  and  these 
causes,  the  hard  core  of  the  infant  mortality,  call  for  further  research. 
Of  the  total  of  392  deaths  attributed  to  the  District,  58  or  15%,  were 
due  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  -  cancer  of  the  lung  (13), 
bronchitis  (28),  pneumonia  (15)  and  others  (2).  Some  deaths  from  these 
causes  are  inevitable,  but  the  number  of  deaths  affords  only  a  very 
imperfect  index  of  the  widespread  toll  of  discomfort,  suffering  and 
incapacity  caused  by  bronchitis;  everything  possible  must  be  done  to 
reduce  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  in  the  District. 
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The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  as  gauged  by  the  number  of 
notifications  received  calls  for  little  comment  apart  from  noting  the  high 
number  of  cases  of  dysentery  recorded  (502).  This  is  a  very  mild  condition, 
though  highly  contagious  especially  amongst  young  children  and  amongst 
members  of  the  same  family.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  for  the  sixth 
year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  occurred.  One  case  of  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  in  a  young  adult  was  notified. 

A  problem  was  set  for  the  Department  by  a  coiimunicable  disease  which 
is  not  statutorily  notifiable.  During  1960  the  occurrence  of  one  case,  and 
in  the  Spring  of  1961  the  occurrence  of  further  cases  of  Brucellosis  in  the 
District  came  to  my  notice.  This  disease,  which  is  also  known  as  Undulant 
fever,  Malta  fever,  or  abortus  fever,  is  primarily  a  disease  of  cattle.  It 
is  communicable  to  human  beings  through  drinking  non-pa steurised  milk 
produced  by  an  infected  cow  and  gives  rise  to  a  feverish  illness  which  runs 
a  prolonged  and  irregular  course.  The  milk  may  be  "T.T."  milk,  but  this 
designation  merely  indicates  that  the  herd  is  tested  periodically  for 
tuberculosis,  and  carries  an  implicit  guarantee  that  the  milk  is  free  from 
the  tubercle  bacillus;  it  does  not  guarantee  freedom  from  the  Brucella 
organism.  Pasteurisation  (or  sterilisation)  is  the  only  effective  way  of 
ensuring  that  milk  is  free  from  all  harmful  organisms,  and  to  demand  "T.T. 
pasteurised’1  milk  is  of  course  to  make  doubly-  sure .  *  The  legislation  giving- 
power  to  deal  with  the  cause  of  this  infection  is  lamentably  weak,  but  in 
this  instance  through  the  co-operation  of  the  fanner  concerned  the  beast 
affected  was  eventually  identified  and  the  situation  dealt  with  informally. 

It  remains  for  me  finally  to  express- my  appreciation  of  the  support 
and  confidence  shown  by  the  Health  Committee  and  by  the  Council,  and  of  the 
good  work  done  so  willingly  and  unobtrusively  by  the  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department,,

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  7,242  acres  and  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  Borough  of  Farnworth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley,  the 
Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  on  the  east,  and  the  Borough  of  Eccles 
and  the  Urban  District  of  Irlam  to  the  south  arid  the  County  Borough  of 
Bolton  and  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  to  the  west. 

The  area  slopes  gradually  from  north  to  south,  the  highest  point 
being  Spa  Lane,  near  the  Farnworth  boundary  which  is  379  feet  above 
ordnance  datum,  and  the  lowest  point  is  in  Barton  Road  near  the  Eccles 
boundary  which  is  76  feet  above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly 
residential  and  partly  industrial.  A  large  part  of  the  district  is 
subject  to  mining  subsidence. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities,  both  rail  and 
bus  services.  The  Bridgewater  Canal,  along  which  large  quantities  of 
coal  are  transported,  traverses  the  district  from  east  to  west. 

Two  trunk  roads,  the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (A. 580)  and  the 
Manchester  to  Chorley  Road  (A, 6)  pass  through  the  district.  In  addition 
there  are  many  mineral  lines  radiating  from  collieries  to  the  various 
disposal  points. 

A  wide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The 
principal  industries  are  as  follows:-  coal  mining,  cotton  spinning, 
weaving  and  dyeing,  tailoring  and  garment  making,  light  and  heavy 
engineering,  chemical  manufacture  and  food  preparation  and  processing. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect 
on  the  health  of  residents  of  the  district. 

There  were  13,142  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December.  This 
represents  an  occupational  density  of  2.9  persons  per  occupied  dwellinghouse .

The  resident  population  of  Worsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
as  at  mid  1960  was  38,280  an  increase  of  660  on  the  estimated  population 
for  the  previous  year  (37,620)  and  an  increase  of  10,917  on  the  1951  Census 
population  (27,363).  Reference  to  Table  II  in  the  Appendix  will  give  some 
idea  of  the  rapid  growth  in  the  population  of  the  District  over  the  past 
20  years,  a  growth  which  has  been  due  both  to  natural  increase  and  in  recent 
years  to  the  "Overspill”  housing  development# 

BIRTHS  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

The  number  of  live  births  during  I960  was  668  (350  males  and  318 
females)  as  compared  with  630  in  1959.  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of 
17.5  per  1,000  population,  which  is  a  little  above  the  rate  for  the 
previous  year  (16.7)  and  above  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years 
1955/59  (16.8). 

STILL-BIRTHS  (See  Table  I) 


The  still-births  numbered  19,  The  still-birth  rate  was  27.7  per  1,000 
live  and  still-births  as  compared  with  14.1  per  1 ,000  in  1959  and  an 
average  rate  of  24.5  for  the  five  years  1955/59. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I) 


No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1960;  only  one  such 
death  had  occurred  during  the  five  years  1955/59. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

During  1960  there  were  21  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  31.4  per  1,000  live  births.  This 
rate  is  much  higher  than  the  average  rate  of  20.7  for  the  five  years 
1955/59  and  is  also  higher  than  the  national  rate  of  21  .7  in  1960. 

The  neonatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first 
month  of  life,  were  17,  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  25.4  per  1,000 
live  births  as  compared  with  an  average  rate  of  16.4  for  the  five  years 
1955/59.

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DEATHS 


(See  Tables  I  to  IV) 

The  number  of  deaths  'at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  392  compared  with 
370  in  1959.  The  crude  death  rate  was  10.2  per  1 ,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  a  little  above  that  for  the  previous  year  (9.8).  If  the  death 
rate  for  the  District  is  to  be  fairly  compared  with  that  which  obtains  in 
neighbouring  districts  it  should  be  multiplied  by  the  Registrar  General’s 
"comparability  f actor"  (1.31  for  V/orsley)  to  give  the  "adjusted*'  death- 
rate  of  13.4  per  1 ,000  population.  This  factor  takes  into  account  the 
differing  age  structure  of  the  populations  in  different  districts  and  the 
presence  in  any  district  of  a  chronic  sick  hospital  (which  would  otherwise 
weight  unfavourably  the  death  rate  for  that  district) .  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  I  Vales  for  1960  was  11.5  per  1,000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be  seen 
from  this  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  causes 
relating  to  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos.  17  to  21)  which 
together  accounted  for  191  deaths  or  48.7  of  the  total.  The  high  proportion 
of  deaths  due  to  cancer  is  given  separate  mention  below. 

In  Table  IV  I  have  given  the  age  distribution  of  deaths  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  deaths  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards  accounted  for 
62 %  of  the  total  deaths  and  deaths  of  those  between  45  and  65  years  for  25%. 
During  the  five  year  period  1955/59  the  average  percentages  were  63.0%  and 
26.2%  respectively.

population.  The  national  rate  for  i960  was  2.16  per  1,000  population. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 

During  the  year  there  were  73  deaths  (42  males  and  31  females)  in  which 
the  causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination  and/or 
coroner’s  inquests.  This  represents  18.6%  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  district.

MORTUARIES 


Twentynine  bodies  were  admitted  to  the  mortuary  in  Chestnut  Avenue, 
Walkden  and  three  to  the  mortuary,  Manchester  Road  West,  Little  Hulton. 

In  addition  two  bodies  from  the  Walkden  police  area  were  directed 
to  the  Davyhulme  Hospital  for  post  mortem  examination  and  eight  bodies 
from  the  Little  Hulton  police  area  were  directed  to  the  Bolton  General 
Hospital. 

Both  mortuaries  in  use  in  the  district  fall  short  of  modern  standards. 
PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  574  notifications  of  infectious  disease  (including 
tuberculosis)  during  the  year  compared  with  1011  during  1959. 

The  reduction  was  due  principally  to  the  smaller  number  of  cases  of 
measles  notified  (199  against  671). 

There  were  188  cases  of  dysentry  which  was  an  increase  of  33  over  the 
previous  year. 

All  the  18  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  single  cases  and  no  specific 
foods  were  found  to  be  implicated. 

There  was  one  notified  case  of  poliomy litis. 

The  distribution  of  these  cases  as  between  various  age  groups  and  in 
the  various  wards  of  the  district  is  shown  in  Table  V,  while  in  Table  VI 
the  infectious  diseases  experienced  in  I960  is  seen  along  with  that  of  the 
preceding  25  years. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  dre 
given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  14  new 
cases  during  the  year  (13  respiratory  and  1  non-respiratory)  and  that  there 
were  2  deaths.  These  deaths  represent  a  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of 
0.05  per  1  ,000  population,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  of  0.075. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there  was  a  net  increase  of  14  in 
the  total  number  of  cases  known  to  the  Department  and  resident  in  the 
District.  This  is  after  taking  into  account  the  cases  newly  notified  during 
the  year,  and  known  cases  which  were  transferred  to  the  register  on  moving 
into  the  District  from  Salford  or  other  districts. 
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VAC  ?1 NATION  AND  miUNISATION 
VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for 
many  years;  should  the  disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally 
in  a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely.

XMvfiJNI SATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETAMJS 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the  choice 
of  having  children  irnmuni sed  from  the  age  of  four  months. 

(1)  by  a  "triple’'  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria, 

whooping  cough,  and  tetanus; 

(2)  by  a  "combined”  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough; 

(3)  against  whooping  cough  only; 

(4)  against  diphtheria  only; 

(5)  against  tetanus  only; 

(6)  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus; 

(7)  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

In  the  case  of  a  "triple",  "combined"  or  whooping  cough  immunisation, 
three  injections  are  given  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  month. 

These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics  and 
by  general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee 
to  general  practitioners  for  sending  in  a  record  card  containing  particulars 
of  these  immunisations.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  'POLIOvfr'ELITIS 


Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County'  Council  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  vaccination  was  offered  during 
the  year  to  all  persons  who  have  not  at  the  time  of  their  application 
for  vaccination  reached  the  age  of  forty  and  also  to  the  following  small 
groups: - 

(a)  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a  county  outside  Europe, 

other  than  Canada  or  the  United  States  of  America. 

(b)  Practising  dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental  hygienists, 

student  hygienists,  dental  surgeons*  chairside  assistants,  and 

their  families. 

(c)  Practising  nurses  not  working  in  hospitals  and  their  families 

(d)  Public  health  staff  who  might  cause  into  contact  with  poliomyelitis 

cases,  and  their  families. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  11,149  residents  had  been 
vaccinated  (by  two  injections)  since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme; 

1,702  of  these  vaccinations  were  done  during  the  year  under  report. 

During  the  year  2,884  third  injections  were  given. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children 
about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being 
skin-tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being 
vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test 
shows  than  to  be  susceptible  to  this  disease.  During  1960,  323  school 
children  were  skin-tested  in  this  manner,  230  of  them  were  found  to  be 
susceptible  to  tuberculosis  and  225  of  them  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 
During  the  year  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  extended  to  school  children  of  14 
years  of  age  and  upwards  and  to  students  attending  further  education 
establishments. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Under  Section  47  of  this  Act  (amended  in  1951)  a  Local  Authority  may 
apply  to  a  Court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or 
Part  III  accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which 
they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons. 

No  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  take 
action  under  this  section.

2.  TUBERCULOSIS  SERVICES 

While  certain  aspects  of  this  work,  more  particularly  the 
domiciljary  visiting  of  cases  and  contacts,  come  within  the 
province  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  does  provide  the  following: - 

A  Chest  Clinic,  19-23  Darley  Street,  Farnworth.  New  cases 

referred  by  their  family  doctors  should  attend 
any  Tuesday  morning  between  9.0.a,m.  and 
9*30. a.m. 

B  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys  are  carried  out  periodically 

in  the  district  by  the  Board’s  No.  4  Unit,  which 
is  based  on  Bolton. 

3.  VENEREAL  DISEASES  CLINIC

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  FIBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district 
and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  year,  1960. 

Under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  1954,  Local  authorities  were 
asked  to  carry  out  surveys  of  unfit  dwellings  in  their  areas,  to  submit 
returns  showing  the  estimated  number  of  such  houses  and  to  make  proposals 
for  programmes  of  clearance  extending  over  the  five  years  beginning  in 
January,  1956,  and  ending  in  December,  1960. 

As  a  result  of  a  survey  carried  out  in  1954/55  it  was  estimated  that 
200  houses  were  unfit  for  habitation,  and  the  Council  resolved  to  clear  the 
houses  and  rehouse  the  occupants  within  the  period  of  five  years. 

During  this  period  258  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as 
unfit  which  exceeded  the  original  estimate  by  58. 

This  action  has  rid  the  district  of  its  hardcore  of  unfit  houses  but 
since  houses  grow  old  and  become  worn  out  there  can  be  no  finality  to  one’s 
slum  clearance  programme.  Consequently,  it  is  necessary  at  intervals  to 
re-assess  the  housing  conditions  of  the  district.  This  involves  the  detailed 
inspection  of  the  older  type  property  with  a  view  to  their  possible  inclusion 
in  future  slum  clearance  programmes  .  Such  a  survey  was  begun  towards  the  end 
of  the  year. 

After  consultations  with  butchers  and  other  authorities  the  Council 
submitted  a  slaughterhouse  report  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  on  the  slaughtering  requirements  of  the  district.  The  confirmation 
of  this  report  will  ensure  that  the  two  private  slaughterhouses  at  present 
licensed  will  be  brought  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Slaughterhouses 
(Hygiene)  Regulation,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations,  1958,  by  the  1st  January,  1962. 
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The  efforts  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in 
eradicating  tuberculosis  from  the  Nation’s  daily  herds  is  to  be  commended, 
but  information  about  a  case  of  undulant  fever  and  the  subsequent  discovery 
of  brucella  organisms  in  the  untreated  milk  of  a  local  producer/retailer 
emphasises  the  danger  in  drinking  raw  milk. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Elwood, 
and  all  the  members  of  the  department  for  their  support  during  the  year.

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings.

Table  XII  indicates  the  nature  of  nuisances  and  defects  discovered  • 
and  abated. 

HOUSING 

General 


The  housing  conditions  of  the  district  are  comparatively  good. 
Approximately  47%  of  all  houses  are  owned  by  the  Council  and  are  provided 
with  modern  amenities.  In  addition  there  are  a  considerable  number  of 
privately  owned  houses,  detached,  semi-detached  and  terraced  types,  which 
also  have  these  amenities.  There  is,  however,  a  residue  of  houses  lacking 
bathrooms,  hot  water  installations,  and  indoor  toilet  facilities.  A 
proportion  of  these  houses  have  already  a  useful  life  and  could  be  provided 
with  modern  amenities  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants.  In  my  opinion 
the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  improve  property  with  an  estimated  life 
of  less  than  fifteen  years  life  cannot  be  justified  in  the  case  of  individual 
applications,  but  only  where  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  a  complete  block  of 
houses  is  submitted. 

A  survey  of  older  type  houses  was  begun  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
and  it  is  already  evident  that  the  Council  will  be  faced  with  an  extensive 
slum  clearance  programme  in  ten  to  fifteen  years  time. 
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Slum  Clearance 


27  houses  were  represented  during  the  year  as  unfit  houses  and  dealt 
with  by  means  of  clearance  area  procedure. 

8  individual  unfit  houses  were  also  represented  as  being  unfit  for 
habitation. 

Sixteen  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  five  houses  were 
closed. 

The  31st  December  marked  the  end  of  the  Council’s  first  five-year  slum 
clearance  programne  during  which  time  258  houses  were  represented  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  169  were  dealt  with  in  clearance  areas  and  89 
as  individual  unfit  houses.  Details  of  clearance  areas  dealt  with  will  be 
found  in  Table  XIII, 

Housing  Repairs 

132  houses  were  rendered  fit  for  occupation  by  owners  as  a  result  of 
informal  notices  from  the  department, 

9  houses  were  made  fit  by  owhers  as  a  result  of  statutory  notices  and 
one  by  the  local  authority  in  default  of  the  owner. 

Rent  Act,  1957  (Table  XIV) 

There  was  only  one  application  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair  but  as  the 
owner  submitted  an  undertaking  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs  no  certificate 
of  disrepair  was  issued. 

Housing  Statistics  (Table  XIV) 

Houses  continued  to  be  erected  at  a  steady  pace.  195  houses  and  4  flats 
were  erected  by  the  Council  and  85  by  private  individuals. 

Improvement  Grants  (Table  XIV) 

65  applications  for  discretionary  improvement  grants  and  13  applications 
for  standard  grants  were  approved. 

Works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  in  respect  of  72  premises  (61 
discretionary  grants  and  11  standard  grants). 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY 


( a)  Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  (Tables  XV  &  XVT) 

167  bovines,  562  sheep  and  222  pigs  were  inspected  at  the  two  licenced 
slaughterhouses . 

4  cwts.  2  qrs.  16  lbs.  of  carcase  meat  and  organs  were  condemned. 

A  total  of  4  cwts.  1  qr.  17  lbs.  of  other  foods  was  condemned. 

(b)  Adulteration  of  Food  (Thble  XVII) 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this  aspect  of  work  and 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  supplied  the  information  contained  in 
the  table  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

A  total  of  185  samples  of  foods  and  drugs  were  taken,  104  of  which  were 
samples  of  milk. 

Details  of  samples  upon  which  the  County  Analyst  gave  adverse  reports  are 
given  in  the  table. 

(c)  Food  Hygiene  (Tables  XI,  XVIII,  XIX) 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  various  types  of  food  premises, 
but  it  is  regretted  that  more  time  cannot  be  given  to  this  important  aspect  of 
the  department’s  work. 

Generally  speaking,  shopkeepers  are  willing  to  co-operate  in  complying 
with  the  requirements  of  the  department  in  respect  of  premises  and  equipment, 
but  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  would  welcome  more  time  to  educate  food 
handling  personnel  in  the  basic  principles  of  food  hygiene  at  their  own  premises. 

(d)  Milk  and  Dairies  (Table  XX) 

Following  the  notification  of  a  case  of  undulant  fever  investigations 
revealed  that  the  patient  was  In  the  habit  of  consuming  quantities  of  raw 
tuberculin  tested  milk  supplied  by  a  local  producer  retailer. 

Examinations  of  samples  of  milk  from  the  producer's  herd  confirmed  the 
presence  of  brucella  organisms.  As  a  result  of  further  samples  from 
individual  animals,  two  cows  were  found  to  be  carriers  of  the  organisms. 

These  animals  were  isolated  and  subsequently  removed  from  the  herd. 

The  farmer  arranged  for  the  innoculations  of  the  younger  animals  in  the 

herd. 
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(e)  Ice  Cream 


3  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  91  for  the 
sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream.  72  inspections  were  made  and  conditions  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Of  the  5  samples  taken  from  local  producers  4  were  placed  in  grade  one, 
and  one  in  grade  two. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Domestic 

During  the  year  an  order  declaring  part  of  the  Peel  Estate  a  smoke  control 
area  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation.  158  houses  were  in 
occupation  at  that  time,  but  house  building  is  rapidly  proceeding  and 
eventually  the  area  will  include  approximately  1200  houses  and  shops. 

In  November,  one  of  the  Council's  houses  on  the  estate,  was  furnished  by 
a  local  house  furnisher  and  demonstrations  of  burning  a  variety  of  solid 
smokeless  fuels  were  given  throughout  a  period  of  nine  days.  Electric  and  gas 
heating  and  cooking  appliances  were  also  on  display.  In  spite  of  poor  weather 
there  was  a  good  attendance. 

The  survey  of  the  Central  Ward  proposed  smoke  control  area  was  continued 
during  the  year,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  completed  during  1961. 

Industrial 

During  the  year  a  detailed  survey  of  boiler  plant  was  commenced  and 
advice  given  at  the  time  of  visits. 

Complaints  continue  to  be  received  regarding  smoke  emission  from  railway 
locomotives  on  the  collieries  mineral  lines  and  these  were  kept  under 
observation.  Cases  of  excessive  smoke  emission  were  brought  to  the  notice  of 
responsible  officers  of  the  National  Coal  Board. 

The  principal  offending  engines  are  those  drawing  loads  up  gradients  and 
much  practical  difficulty  is  experienced  in  conducting  formal  observations  of 
smoke  from  moving  locomotives. 

A  total  of  26  smoke  observations  were  made  and  no  persistently  offending 
chimneys  were  discovered. 

Following  complaints  of  fume  emission  from  a  foundry  cupola  invesgations 
were  made  by  the  department  and  the  management  of  the  foundry  were  interviewed 
Assurances  were  given  that  all  reasonably  practicable  steps  would  be  taken  in 
an  attempt  to  alleviate  the  nuisance. 
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Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  (Table  XXI) 


The  Council  are  Members  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  and  operate  three  lead  peroxide  instruments  situated 
at  Parr  Fold  Park,  Feel  Park  and  Walkden  Cricket  Club  ground.  Details  of  the 
results  for  1960  ore  shown  in  Table  XXI.  These  figures  are  supplied  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  From  figures  submitted  by 
the  various  local  authorities ,  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  are  able  to  gain  an  overall  picture  of  pollution  throughout  the 
country . 

GENERAL  SANITATION 

Water  Supply 

All  houses  in  the  district  except  the  farm  cottage  at  Rawsons  i'th*  Nook 
are  connected  to  the  public  water  supplies. 

The  northern  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Bolton 
Corporation  mains  and  Manchester  Corporation  supply  water  to  the  southern  part 
of  the  district. 

One  sample  of  water  from  each  of  the  two  public  supplies  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

One  sample  from  the  shallow  well  at  Rawsons  i’th*  Nook  was  of 
satisfactory  quality. 

Streams 

On  four  occasions  during  the  year  pollution  of  streams  occurred  as  a 
result  of  either  choked  drains  or  sewers.  The  period  of  pollution  was  of 
short  duration. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  district  is  partly  of  the  dual  and 
partly  of  the  combined  system  and,  except  for  a  few  isolated  areas,  covers  the 
entire  district. 

A  number  of  the  public  sewers  are  affected  by  subsidence  and  there  is 
evidence  that  some  are  inadequate  to  take  the  flow  during  periods  of  heavy 
rain.  Schemes  are  now  being  prepared  to  relieve  those  sewers  which  now 
become  surcharged. 

All  the  sewage  from  the  district  with  the  exception  of  that  from  the 
Worsley  Road  North  area,  which  is  treated  at  the  Kearsley  Works  of  the  Bolton 
and  District  Joint  Sewage  Board,'  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  to  the  Eccles 
Corporation  Sewage  Works. 
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Sanitary  Accommodation 


The  Council  operate  a  scheme  of  financial  assistance,  amounting  to  half 
the  cost  of  converting  insanitary  types  of  closets  to  freshwater  closets. 

Two  privy  closets  were  converted  to  freshwater  closets  during  the  year.

The  Council  have  agreed  in  principle  to  the  provision  of  new  public 
conveniences  in  the  District  Shopping  Centres,  both  at  Walkden  and  Little 
Hulton,  and  also  at  Boothstown. 

Insect  Control 

Disinfestations  were  carried  out  at  12  houses  found  to  be  infested  with 
bugs  and  at  49  premises  infested  with  other  types  of  insects. 

A  variety  of  insecticides  including  D.D.T.,  pyrethrum  and  malanthion 
were  used  by  the  department  in  the  eradication  of  these  insect  pests. 

Factories  (Table  XXII) 

One  factory  was  found  to  have  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  and 
three  factories  required  cleansing. 

Shops 

51  visits  were  made  to  shops  in  connection  with  duties  under  the  Shops 

Act. 
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Rodent  Control  (Table  XXIII) 


One  full-time  operative  is  employed  on  this  work.  A  free  service  is 
given  to  householders  and  a  charge  is  made  for  treatments  carried  out  at 
business  premises. 

395  treatments  for  rats  and  mice  were  carried  out  at  private 
dwell inghouses  and  61  treatments  at  other  types  of  premises* 

The  Council's  sewers  were  baited  twice  during  the  year.  No  serious 
infestation  was  discovered.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  and  Salvage 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Reorganisation  of  this  service  was  held  in  abeyance  during  the 
investigations  of  an  organisation  and  methods  team.  Whilst  I  was  not  in  full 
agreement  with  all  their  findings,  the  report  did  support  certain  recommenda¬ 
tions  I  had  already  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

The  principle  reconmendations  being  the  appointment  of  a  full-time 
supervisor  for  outside  staff,  the  purchase  of  larger  capacity  vehicles  to 
replace  the  existing  side  loading  vehicles,  and  the  employment  of  a  tracked 
machine  on  the  refuse  tip.  The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  implementation  of 
these  and  other  recommendations  in  an  effort  to  provide  a  weekly  collection 
of  refuse. 

Salvage  (Table  XXV) 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  amounted  to  £1734.  7.  6d., 
which  was  an  increase  of  £116.  11.  9d.  over  the  previous  year.
